It ſhould 
and might belawful to and fozanyperſono2 
perſons, Defendant oꝛ Tenant, foz2 oꝛ by rea⸗ 
lon of any matter to be pleaded, ſet fozth, oz 
alleadged in Bar to any Action Real, Perſonal; 
oꝛ mixt, in any Court of Recozd, to plead the 
General Iſſue of Not Guilty, oꝛ the like Gene⸗ 
ral Jilue pꝛoper to the Nature of the Action 
o2 Suit Commenced ; and fo: His gy their Dil- 
charge oꝛ Acquitting to give any fluch matter 
in evidence to the Jury that ſhall try the lame; 
and that the laid matter ſhall be as available 
to ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons; Defendant oꝛ Te⸗ 
nant, to all intents andpurpoſes, as if the ſaid 
matter had been ſpecially pleaded, ſet foꝛth, oꝛ 
alleadged in War of ſuch Action: -- 5: 
Be it further Enacted, That the laid pꝛe⸗ 
tended Act, as touching the pleading ot the Ge 
neral Ilſue, ſhall by Authoꝛity hereot, ſtand 
and be in full foꝛce and effect accoꝛding to the 
Tenoꝛ thereot, until the ſaid firſt day of Auguſt, 
as if the ſame had been a god and effectual Act 

of Parliament, and no longer.

Pꝛovided nevertheleſs, and be it Enacted, 
That all Waits, Patents; and Commiſſions 
foꝛ Conſtituting Juſtices of either Bench, and 
Barons of the Exchequer, Commiſſions of Oer 
and Terminer and Goal Delivery, and pꝛecepts 
upon Commiſſions of Oyer and Terminer and 
Goal Delivery, and all other Conmuſlions 
hereafter to be made bythe Clerk ot the Crown 
in the Chancery, Charters, and Letters Patents 
under the Grtat Seal, of Lands, Liberties, o⸗ 
nours, oꝛ Offices, do oꝛ may iſſue in the Kings 
Majeſties Name, in the lame manner as was 
uſual befoꝛe the making of the faidfrft recited 
pꝛetended Act, any thing in this pꝛelent Act to 
the contrary thereof vetfoze expreſſed, in any 
wile notwithſtanding. 5
